The power of the gospel is not felt an it will 
be someday. Weare told the whole world 
is to bo christianzed. We bellere it, bnt 
we do not believe the whole world is to be 
sectarianized. If it has taken nearly nins- 
teen hundred years to convert the few that 
claim to be converted, the work may seem 
to some to be Aiscouraging. The churches 
do not reach the masses. Hers and there 
occasionally only an outaider strays in, but 
those who come from the outalde world are 
few In com to the whole. They 
have sald if we cat ‘produce a religious ex- 
eitament, from that the gospel will be 
spread further than - ever before. To ac- 
complish this work we see them having

‘| are held In the great cities, clergymen of 


diffarent denominatlons mnt together, all 
belleving in one God, all trylng to help hu- 
munity, and all honor to them for that we 
aay. They commence thelr great revival 
ueetings, the news spreads far and wide, 
nnd you hear the ninale of their songs on 
every corner of the atreat whistled by bo 
or hummed by meu as they go fu and fro 
from their places of business, The revival 
news da carried far and wide, and’ they do 
reach in that way those who could not-be 
reached in any other. They suy we mist 
fill up aur churches in thia way; we must 
have some great excitement to being the 
peapis in. 

We know of a flre that mprends far and 
wide, destroying bualness places, manufac- 
turies, dwelling houses, churches, all alike;

The very 
large feet represented the substantia! foun- 
dation af that mode of settlement. The 
shoes, worn bright with tite, very aptly re 
resented the tribunal who were practical 
n the consideration of abstruse questions. 
Tha scene was again changed—the horse 
was upon hls feet trotting to a stable which 
‘he entered, and where ho wna still in pluln 
view, enjoying his food, while the man st 
the well abandoned his efforts in searching 
‘api went to the horse and stooped for mure 
ad for hln. The horas was placed upon 
hie feet when the "eight" declared in favor 
of R. B. Hayes, against the seven, and the

For this reason, and, 
niso, because the child of to-day becomes the 
man or woman of to-morrow, we cannot sf- 
ford to ignore or evade the responglbllit 
which resta upon us, of seeing that al! ite 
ones possess those Innallenab!

Bix years ago, a woman lny dying ina mls. 
erable tenement in New York city, with 
scarce a comfort to soothe her fast pasaing 
hour. But, bravely forgetful of her own 
needa, she begged a kind visitor who offered 
her help. to interest. herself in a poor Ilttle 

rlin the next room, who was constantly 

eaten and starved by those who should 
have been her natura! protectors. The good 
Samaritan went to tie police, only to be 
told that no arrests could be made on hear- 
say teatitmony. She appealed to several char- 
Itable societies, only tolearn that they could 
not rescue the child save by an order from 
the court. She applled to able lawyers, who 
told hor it was dangerous to interfere be- 
tween parent and child; that legally, the 
fathor was the oniy guardian ized by 
law. With à noble persistence she determin: 
ed upon resculng the giri, and finally sought 
Henry Borgh, whoso large heart could not 
withstand thé pitiful atory, and by energy 
and determination the child was eventually 


paved. 

Out of this case grew the Society for tho 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children; society 
whith has kindred afilliations in nearly eye- 
ry larga city In this country, as well na in 
London, Paris, and Milan, Italy. Before this 

erlod, if any person chose to take upon 

imself the trouble and expense of rescu. 
ing an abused charan procuring evldenee 
of cruel treatment, he could do so b» round- 
about methods, Now,thís soclaty exials for 
that express purpose, and any ecomplalnt 
muada to It will be investigated at once by 
experienced ofilctais. The recent arrest, trial 
and conviction of the Rev. Edward Cowley, 
is only one of the good resulta of its labors, 
It has broken up the padrone aystem, in it- 
self a most barbarous Byalem ; has supprean- 
ed the sale of liquor to minors, and rescued 
many a poor, distressed little one from n 
po called home of vice and crime. Ithas ab- 
tained conviction of cruel treatment in two 
hund ref tases, and seven hundred and Ove 
children have been trauapiaoted from bon- 
dago afd misery, into homes or Institutions. 

Blessings on the work and the workers! 


Every town [n the country ought to have 
a * Horni Police" who will undertake just 
such work and a thousand kindred works. 
These would provide labor for the idie and 
needy, comforts for the sick, hulp for the 
helpless, in time of need.: In many cases, 
with little money but much care and atten. 
tion, whole familles might be transplanted 
wheze-ph sical and moral sunshine would 
entef tlie dark Places of life, and little enes 
would have the opportunity of healthy de- 
velopment, always having in view a wise 
use of ‘charity nod a constant atudy to de- 
velop gelf-heipfulness. All this is truly wo- 
man's work, ns well as man's. Sixteen years 
ago a Moral lollee" was B in New 
York city, by a well known reformer and 
philanthropist, bnt it was in advanceof the 
age. The society of P. C. C, now takes up 
one of ita works: but moral and physical 
uu labor, on a broader scair, la sorely 
ne ` . 


A bill was recently presented to the As- 
sembly of the State of New York, author- 
izing women to vote for school officers of 
all kinds. It the Rennt unanimous- 
ly, and the House by only threo dinsenting 
votes, which shows a universal sense of Jus 
tice in our law-givera. Unfortanately, it is 
found to be technically enconstitutlonat 
The only thing to be done, in order to make 
it agree with the constitution, was to pir- 
mit the election of women aa school officers, 
presenting the anomaly of. not allowing 
them to vota for those oficers. Ip this man- 
ner it became a Jaw. 


Prof. Joseph Longshore, of Philadelphia, 
who bas just passed from earthly scenes, was 
the first male physician in this country to 
^* publicly ndvceate the thorough medical og- 
ed three years, against much opposition and 
abuso, in organizing the Grat regular college 
for the medical education of wonien Iu the 
worlL This was in 1860, in Arch atreet, 
Philadelphia. The next year he delivered 
the first valedíctory ever p ven to a gradu- 
ating class of women medical students. He 
ved to see similar inatitutions saurish in 
, every civilized country save the ilttle king- 
dom of Holland, where mental life dow. 
sluggishly as the water in its canals. = *

This account, gleaned from the Cincinna- 
Inquirer, Illustrates, In a remarkablo do: 
gree, the power of spltita over matter. It 
appears from the narrative given, that the 
people of Lebanon, Ohio, ara much excited 
and bewildered over a wonderful phenome: 
non of ahowora of ordinary bird shot falling 
from the ceiling of John W. Lingo's bard- 
ware store. On tha first evening quito a 
number of people were in the store when 
the shot begun to fall in different parts of 
the room, but principally in the midst of 
the crowd of persons sitting about tha stove. 
Parties waro solected,and a thorough search 
was made of the building. All the floors 
wero vlalted, and every nook and corner 
ransacked, when the committee returned, 
and reported no spooks found, Then some 
one suggested that they all go to the front 
end of the afore, where the celilng is per- 
fect, and no hatchways to the upper rooms 
Great excitement prevalls, and the wonder- 
ful phenomenon Ig all the talk on the streota 
yet 20 far no ane has been able to solve the 
mystery. The commilttes selected to search 
tho bullding, discovered also that the shot 
falling about the room wora of a differant : 
aiza from any sold by Mr. Lingo, which was 
algo confirmed by his own statement. 

A correspondent of the Inquirer visited 
the scene of excitement, and found a large 
party standing In the back part of the room, 
perfectly satonished at the strange nnd 
mysterious things happening around them. 
Tho shot fell about one per second in differ. 
ent portions of the room. It can only be 
accounted for in the sense of n spiritual 
manifestation, some one in the room being ` 
the medium. This bellef is strengthened 
from the fact that ono durk Decembor night, 
In 1874, a desparate character determined 
to rob the safe of the store, that waa known 
nt the time to contain a large aum of money. 
Tho clerk who slept ín tho bullding, was 
aroused abont two o'clock In the morning 
by the fall of some heavy substance on the 
Noor below, belung no doubt the dropping of 
a sledge hummer by the thlef;" the clerk 
solzing n double barreled shot gun that 
stood near his bed, crept to the hatchway 
and found himself in full vlew of tho 
burglar, who was preparing to blow the 
safe. At the click of the shot gun hammer, 
the thlef atarted toward the placo of in- 
grees, but was not quick enough to escape 
the alm of tho determined clerk who dis- 
charged both barrels at bim. A howl of au- 
guish and a few words, evidently from his 
pals, and all was silent. Nothing was ever 
heard of the burglar after, but from the 
pool of blood, he was no doubt killed by 
the double discharge of the shot, gun, and 
WAA carried away and burled by his pala. 
"This mawa spirit, which left the mortal re- 
maina of a burglar kilted with a double 
charge of shot, la evidently hovering about 
the place whore it took its flight. from the 
mortal body, and Ia manlfeating ita presence 
by scattering the little Inniruments. of ita 
mortal dissolution.

Wo have been overwhelmed with leilors re- 
garding Dr. Jessopp'a narratlyo, Several cor- 
respondents are nnxlaus to know Whether tho 
ghost aal on a real chalr, whether thera fa any 
tradition of a ghost nt Mannington Hall, etc. 
Wo print the two Lettera whlch offer the most 
piouslble explanation, 

Dr. Wilks, F. R. B., of Guy's Hospltal, writes

. "Pattlng satda tho aupposttion of a trick, 
tho story resolves jiacif inio tho queatlon 
whothor the appearance of the mao beside 
him (Dr. Jessopp) was objective or auhlecilve. 
Under'ordinary circumstances when we see 
an object the latter [a material, and farms an 
Image on the retina; thia 1s mentally known 
through n perceptive part of the brain; the 
mere retina; imnge fs not enough to constituto 
vision, us pletures nre conatanily palpted upon 
tho retina wblch are never discerned, Now 
It in possible. for thia perceptive part of the 
braln to be thrown inte nn active condition 
quite independent: of the normal stimulus 
conducted ty it from tho retina, nnd. under 
these circumstances Hie person apparently anea 
an object whlch, by the Iaw af our nature, $4 
projected by him a certain distance before the 
eye, This Is common enough in fovers and In 
delirium tremens, where patients aeo people 
nnd animala around thom whose reality Is 
auch that the memory of these becomes a part 
of tho experience of their futuro lives. In 
mental derangements these hallucinations ara 
nlo common, and -patienis see objects aud 
hear volpos which have nu cxterapl existence. 
Bo It la in our dreama, from which we may be 
suddenly aroused by n great nolso whore all ia 
atill around, the au serm perceplive contro of 
the brain having been abnormally cxolted. 

"Jn normal conditions the sight af nn ob- 
Ject Impiles the painting of It on the ratung, as 
tho hearing a noise implles the vibration of 
the drum of the ear. If alght mid. hearing 
cecar without these norma! «efeltantr-of the 
nerves, the brain must hava beon mulated 
from within, antl tho Impresaions are abnorm. 
at and aubjeclive, 

* A1 lhe preaant time wo bova no knowledge 
that oot ra in the Iikeness of n ghost or nny- 
thing that hoa not a material basis can excite 
an image on tho retloa; whereas we do know 
that uuder staormal condlilons tho braln may 
be stimulated so as to produce a visual impres. 
slon independent of any suck image on ibe 
retina. The probabllities uro then immensely 
In favor of tho appoarance which the Doctor 
saw being subjective ralher than objective, 
Wo have only to ed: that those very com- 
mon abnormal conditions of brain which are 
observed In bad health may occur under ex- 
cepiional clrcumstancea In au otherwise 
honlthy organ to account for tho occasional 
appearance of ghosla. 

Tu probabilltics are s1so In favor of thia 
vlow from other conalderations. ` First, there 
secma no reason why the aplrita of bnother 
world should prefer midnight for their visits 
but the reasons aro obvious why woahoul 
conjure thom up at that time. Then; Bgalp, 
tho want of indlvídunlity shown by this par- 
tloular Lied an ordinary mortal would fnd 
fi very difleult to put himself ‘io exactly the 
same placo and altitude as before’ on hia op- 
poarance a second time, as this apparition did, 
nid thon no dependent was lt upon the osurv- 
ez, that when the latter put his arm up, It wos 
gone, and the same occurred on the second 
occasion of another movement. How these 
Movements of the Doctor could have effected 
n'real object doos not acom golear, nor why it 
could not be gazed at from different potuls of 
view, It may be noticed, too, that its near- 
ness corresponded. with the focussing of the 
Doctor's eyes to objects close around him.“

“As ihe narrator leaves explanallon to oth- 
cra, will you permit mo to remark that his ex- 
poriences very aptly illustrate to my mind n 
almplo nud V RATS ecd case of''subJoc.

auteind. Cracs such as those illuilrated by 
Dr. NMsaopp are by no means unknown in 
medica practice, and are expilcablo on the 
theory of reveralon of the ordinary phenomena 
and routine of acnsation, 

“Tho only point concezblng which any du- 
blely exiats concerns the exact origin of the 
specific images which appear às the result of 
sqbjective sensory action. My owa Idea im 
that almost Invariably the projected Image fa 
that of a person we have scen or about. 
It $a not necessary thet we should romember 
the incident to reproduce it thus; for 'uncoz- 
scious memory’ ja a notable fact of mental 
life. In Dr. Jeasopp's case there is one fact 
which seama to weigh materlaliy in favor of 
the idea that the 'spectre' which appeared to 
him In Lord Oxford's library was an uncon- 
acloua reproduction of some mental Image of: 
figura about which the Doctor may very liko- 
ly bayo concerned himself in the way of an- 
tlquarfan study. -Ho describes the figura as 
dressed in the costume of a t ego. Does 
not thia fact alone testify to the appropriate- 
ness of an antiquary’s ‘Illasian’ being drawn 
by memory Imagination from the daya of 
old and from'the forme of the past? Monta! 
phyalology has not yet sumelenjiy pro 
to eunbie us to aatiniactorily aod fully expleln 
tho rationale of the mental acts which evolre 
the spectral Huston, but I would fala add, in 
conclusion, that such facts of mind as are al- 
ready withio our ken place cases like that of 


lanatlon; whilst our best thanks aro due to

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SUPERSTITION AND RELIGION. . 


Professor Felix Adler on the Horseshoe 
and the Number Thirtcan.

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Professor Felix Adler lectured on Hu- 
peratitton and Rellglon,“ before the Soclaty 
of Ethical Culture, at Chickering Hall, Now 
York City. Superatitlon, said he, may be 
t ed aa a survivor from previous ntüges 
of human culture, and religious history. 
There are two classes of superstitione to: 
which E would especially refor—those that 
bave their root In fatlahlam nnd others that 
are derived from Pagan ideas, As an [n- 
stance of {he frat ofasa I may mention the 
auperstitious belief of vampires. Af late 
ns 1871 a case waa tried In the Court of Ap. 
penis at Costin, in Prusaia, where a son of 
a nobloman wan found gullty of having bx- 
humed tlie corpse of hia father, because he, 
in common with other members of his fam. 
ity, believed that the dead fathor had turti- 

vampire and to be preying upon the lives 

of bis relatives. Tho son, arcaranigiy cut 
off thp head with a spade in order to atop 
further ravagea. Otber cases of a pimilnr 
kind are reported. Instances of supersti- 
tione that are based upon pagan mythology 
are the superstitions of the borsestioe and 
the number thirteen. The horseshoe was 
thio symbol of the German god Odin, the 
god of the storm, Just as the wearing of the 
cross was deemed n protection against ovil, 
The horseshoe was, therefore, nalled above 
the door of houses, and belng used at irat 
as a means of protection in this particular 
way it doubtless soon cumo to be regarded 
na the symbol pf good luck in general. The 
superstition of the number thirteen 1s com- 
monly aup have originated in tha 
circumstances of tha Last Bupper and. the 
tetrayal of hia Muster by Judas Jocarlot, 
but the origin of the ech is proba- 
bly much older than Christianity, i take 
it that it originally had an astronomical 
basis, It was observed by the Chaldeans 
that the nun completes the circuit of the 
heavens in the same time that tho moon 
wares and wanes twelve times, Tha nom» 
ber twelve, thorefore, come to be regarded 
ao a Bacred number, indicating complete- 
nees, The number twelve was sacred among 
thi» ancient Hobrowe, also among tho nangiang 
ermans. There are twelve celestial man» 
sions, twolve attributes of Odin and tho 
company of the great gods Ig composed of 
twelvo, In this manuer a human company 
of twelve might come to be considered aa 
completo. nnd the thirteenth nnmber would 
ba ed as an intrudor woo naturally 
called down upon himself the anger .of the 
offended deities. The nature of all super- 
atition is seifish. It is the extreme opposite 
of religlon. Tho relation of tha two ſa that 
of an Inverse proportion: The more of the 
one tho lous of the other, .Suporstition en- 
courages men to seek to interfere with the 
grand order of the world.

By 
thia timo sho bad loarnod French, ao as to 
peruse recondite works in that language 
und at tho agu of thirty-three, sbe foun 
herself with an income 8ufficlent to become 
tho happy owner of an excellent library on 
mathematica! and astronomical sclence. She 
says: "I was considered eccentric and fool.
